Th erefore, if ev ery dairy m an would 
keep a y early record of th e amount 
of milk and butter fat produced by h is 
indiv idual cows, and from th is calcu­ 
late according to Table 1 in circular 
No. 134 of th e Ex oerim ent Station of 
th e Univ ersity of Illinois, th e profit or 
loss on th e Indiv iduals, h e would h e 
astonish ed at th e wide v ariation m 
earning capacity of th e different cows 
in h is own h erd, and th e results would 
be of untold v alue to h im.

th e great moisture supply from below 
cannot come up to th e place wh ere 
th e tiny roots can lay h old upon it. 
Th en, too, a v ery deep stirring of th e 
soil in sum m er m akes it possible for 
tpo much air to circulate with in th e 
cultiv ated soil, with th e result th at 
too much of th e soil moisture is robbed 
by unnecessary ev aporation. 
A deep stirring of th e soil, between 
cultiv ated crops, such as corn and po­ 
tatoes, after th e root sy stems h av e 
become well establish ed, prunes off 
too many of th e ex tending roots of 
th ese plants. 
Not only th is, but th e 
pernicious practice of cultiv ating corn 
late in th e growing season, and allow­ 
ing th o sh ov els to prune off th e brace 
roots actually weakens th e standing 
q ualities of th e corn so th at a small 
windstorm may knock it down. Plow­ 
ing th e soil to an unnecessary depth 
also h as a v ery detrimental effect upon 
th e fertility th ereof.

deep plowing, a lay er of inert soil or 
dead material is brough t up on top 
wh ere th e tiny plant does its first 
feeding.
